Opponents of capital punishment naturally 
disagree with this answer. This is no place to 
[plor e-aU- phasea-of— ttiat— problc nn~I t ~ir 
^Teiibugh to noto~lhat capital punlshmerifls 
' provided for some federal offenses, and In 
-many-itates-Xor such crimes as murder and 
kidnaping. 

IQ the Rosenbergs' case, a penalty we lorge- 
: ly accept for many severe crimes was applied 
' In a wholly new field, for tbe evident reason 
that special factors made their offense ex- 
tremely reprehensible to the American peo- 
ple. 

Aa for martyring these two and giving, the 
Russians propaganda material, this can only 
be a secondary concern to us. Our task Is to 
mete out full Justice to all. If we do that un- 
-falllngly,'^ we cahnot worry too much how 

by men who believe In no Justice whatsoever.. 

Our Judicial syatem Is designed to protect 
both the nation and the Individual. It will 
not serve these twin goals long If Its opera- 
_ tlons are tempered especially to avoid ^ving 
advantage to -enemy propaganda. The alma of 
American Justice, well pursued, stand on their 
own. They are not relative to anythhig Mos- 
cow thinks or does.

Two years ago cattle were sell- 
ing for t3B for 100 pounds, (more 
for top grade beef steers), Now. the 
price is oft around tlO or more a 
hundred. " 

In the summer of I9SI, the high 
price of beef was caualng cries of 
anguish from consumers having a 
hard time finding a good stesk In 
the butcher shop. The supply Just 
couldn't meet tho demand. 

The government had slapped on' 
price ceilings and even ordered roll- 
backs' In the prices of beef cattle 
hi an_eftort to hold tha price line, 
some cattlemen aald then It would 
take from three to five years for 
production to catch up with the de- 
msnd.
